A lot of Canadian jobs and 
many millions of taxpayers’ 
dollars are riding on the 
success of Canada’s sales 
efforts at the current Paris 
Air Show, Ottawais promot- 
ing the idea that Canadian 
industry can design, produce 
and market a total package 
for short take-off and land- 
ing air services (STOL), 
What won’t be on display, 
however, and what the Cana- 
dians on the spot will do 
their best to disguise is the 
drama now going on behind 
scenes, Hawker Siddeley, 
the British parent of Cana- 
da’s de Havilland, at this 
moment refuses to put up 
any more money for de Hav- 
illand’s work on STOL air- 
craft. From the British 
company’s viewpoint, this 
was a legitimate corpora- 
tion decision, Hawker in 
Britain is concentrating its 
efforts on vertical take-off 
craft for the late 1970s, not 
on STOL for the early 1970s, 
But the turndown is serious,

Canada’s major advertis- 
ers have good reason to be 
outraged at the frequency 
with which they are being 
hauled before the courts for 
allegedly misleading the 
public in their advertise- 
ments, The court proceed- 
ings are not really dealing 
with cases of breaking an 
accepted law, Instead, the 
trials are essentially fish- 
ing expeditions to help write 
the regulations that will in 
future become the law for 


the advertising business, 
The seriousness’ of the 
situation lies in the fact 


that neither the advertis- 
ers, nor their lawyers, nor 
the government know when 
an advertisement is mis- 
leading, Sections 33C and 
33D of the Combines Inves- 
tigation Act are vaguely 
worded and few guidelines 
exist, Hence the govern- 
ment’s callous reliance on 
the courts to build up a 
body of interpretations and 
precedents, This situation 
may offer the lawyers and 
the courts a new bonanza -- 
but it is a destructive pro- 
cess for advertisers. When 
a firm is charged with mis- 
leading the public, its re- 
putation (and its business) 
suffers whether it wins or 
loses the case, If an ad- 
vertiser has, in fact, know- 
ingly misled the public inits 
advertisements, then it 
Should of course suffer the 
penalty, But when firms are 
brought before the court be- 
cause the laws are so vague 
only the court can define 
Whether there has been 
wrong-doing, then the firms 
are right to feel their repu- 
tations are being tampered 
with unfairly,

“Nothing gives me more 
satisfaction than to watch 
boys running the big offset 
presses at the Industrial 
Training Centre for the han- 
dicapped,’’ said Winnifred 
Stewart, speaking at the 
Sturgeon Hospital Auxiliary 
banquet in Morinville last 
Saturday evening, She went 
on to describe how it took 
months to teach the press 
foreman how to hold a pen- 
cil, 14 years ago, and the 
painstaking process. of 
bringing him through to the 
grade 3 basic level, Mrs, 
Stewart also pointed out that 
the young men at the centre 
are their own mechanics and 
fully competent to keep the 
heavy machinery running 
and in good repair, 

She spoke also of their 
own son, whom they were 
told was one ‘of three per 
cent of retarded children 
for whom nothing could be 
done, saying it had been a 
privilege to have this child, 
and to be drawn into work- 
ing with retarded children, 
“We started with 25 child- 
ren in the Winnifred Stew- 
art School at the recreation 
centre in 1953, and we now 
have 428,’ said Mrs, Stew- 
art, but our purpose and 
ideals have never changed, 
Our purpose is to train each 
child to reach his fullest 
potential, vocationally, aca- 
demically, physically and 
socially, We have the happ- 
iness of the child always 
in mind - reaching his full- 
est potential brings happin- 
ess, 

In closing Mrs, Stewart 
extended an invitation to her 
audience to come and visit 
the school, ‘It will make 
you happy to see the happ- 
iness of these children, They 
give 100 per cent - and none 
of us give 100 per cent.’’
